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DETAILED ACTION 



1. This application has been allowed, formal drawings are required in response to 
this Office Action and the notice of the Draftsperson's review. 

2. Claims 62-105 now renumbered 1-44 are allowed. 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
invention is closely related to previous work in the field of computerized pre-press print- 
publishing of documents. 

Crandall et al (US 5,963,641) has a computerized prepress software system with 
prepress tools for authoring and document creation and a computer-readable medium 
but fails to suggest a download program executing in a web browser of a client 
computer and displaying the electronic document in WYSIWYG form to a user of the 
client computer with at least one of the authoring tools having one or more functions 
that allows a user to select and edit at least one element of the electronic document 
while a portions of the electronic document is being simultaneously displayed, the 
electronic document being uploaded to the server computer system in a form allowing a 
translation program to create the prepress file format so when the prepress format file is 
used to produce a document the document is consistent with the WYSIWYG form 
displayed to the user on the client computer and so the user can be concerned with 
authoring the electronic document and not with creating a prepress format file, and 
means for creating a WYSIWG document being uploaded from the client to the server 
through a communications device for translation to a suitable prepress format and 
submission to a printer. Wolff (US 5,848,413) has a computer system with a client, a 
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server computer, and a web browser, formatting documents into machine readable 
prepress format (translation component), but fails to suggest an authoring tool, 
displaying the electronic document in WYSIWYG form to a user of the client computer 
with at least one of the authoring tools having one or more functions that allows a user 
to select and edit at least one element of the electronic document while a portions of the 
electronic document is being simultaneously displayed, the electronic document being 
uploaded to the server computer system in a form allowing a translation program to 
create the prepress file format so when the prepress format file is used to produce a 
document the document is consistent with the WYSIWYG form displayed to the user on 
the client computer and so the user can be concerned with authoring the electronic 
document and not with creating a prepress format file, and means for creating a 
WYSIWG document being uploaded from the client to the server through a 
communications device for translation to a suitable prepress format and submission to a 
printer. Dozier (US 5,870,552) has a server computer, a client computer, a browser, 
authoring tools for editing the electronic documents, and the electronic document in 
WYSIWYG form, but fails to suggest formatting documents into machine readable 
prepress format, the downloading of the authoring tools, a user of the client computer 
with at least one of the authoring tools having one or more functions that allows a user 
to select and edit at least one element of the electronic document while a portions of the 
electronic document is being simultaneously displayed, the electronic document being 
uploaded to the server computer system in a form allowing a translation program to 
create the prepress file format so when the prepress format file is used to produce a 
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document the document is consistent with the WYSIWYG form displayed to the user on 
the client computer and so the user can be concerned with authoring the electronic 
document and not with creating a prepress format file, and means for creating a 
WYSIWG document being uploaded from the client to the server through a 
communications device for translation to a suitable prepress format and submission to a 
printer, in conjunction with the other claim limitations was not disclosed by, would not 
have been obvious over, nor fairly suggested by the prior art of record. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
Applicants 1 disclosure. 

Gartland, Richard A. (EP 674277) disclosed desktop publishing, color printing, 
page description language (PDL) Postscript ®, and a desktop printer. 

Collard, Rene Francois Albert and Teeuwen, Peter Johannes Hendrikus Maria 
(EP 689157) disclosed printing digital images, printing data files, Postscript, raster files 
(bitmaps) in compressed form. 

Edwards, Stephen; Kingsley, Lawrence; Votsch, Victor; Walter, Mark disclosed 
web based digital printing with FTP or E-mail. 

4. The dependent claims 2-17, 19-33, and 35-42 being further limiting to the 
independent claims, definite and fully enabled by the Specification are also allowable.
